Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The issue discussed was that the examiner equated a balance of 
data transfers to a balance of minutes. The examiner cited applicant's own specification (page 6, lines 21-23) as to 
how the amount of data transfer could be measured in many ways, including time. Applicant asserted that measuring 
data transfer in terms of time was just an unclaimed embodiment of the invention and not an equivalent. Applicant 
does not provide an example of an account, a balance or a "number of data transfers". As a result, these terms will be 
given their broadest reasonable definition. The examiner believes that the Smith reference anticipates broadly recited 
claims 1, 3-14, and 64-66 . 
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
